has names for all of them and studies 
their tem'pers and their dispositions 
as if-they were so many human beings. 


During the week she spends'much 


of her time making choese, for which 
operation she is provided with rude 
utensils.

BUSINESS-LIKE MARRIAGES. 
The Bavarian 'Highlanders cling ten- 


aciously to the old customs and man- 
ners of their race, and are extremely 
superstitious. Their marriages are ar- 
ranged on so business-Uke a principle 
as to bo almost devoid of sentiment. 
A kind of professional best man is em- 
ployed who has to obtain the bride 
and her dowry, to invite the guests, 
and also to persuade them into giving 


i that the women are allowed to spend j as many .presents as possible. He al- 


so has to manage the festivities, which 
sometimes stretch out to the length of 


civilized communities where the hard 
work all falls to her, while "man, 
proud man" looks on and smiles his 
approval or frowns, just as the mood 
and his dinner happen to strike him. 
Jn America the sight of a woman saw- 
'ing wood is a curiosity that never fails 
'to bring down sympathetic obscrva- 
,'tion, but in Bavaria it is a common 
,Eight.

Not only at wood sawing, but 
in 


many other lines of hard labor women 
'are regularly engaged. They are seen 


' in all sorts of home building opera-

-woman wood-carrier and rag-picker 
:are common objects in the Bavarian 
capital, and even the Munich munici- 
pality encourages female employment

In making the match, the best man 


has first to visit the selected maiden 
and make an offer to her on behalf of 
his principal. 
His method of doing 


this is by offering her a cup of wine 


If she accepts it is understood that 


she consents to the proposal. How- 
ever, if any wine is spilled on this 
occasion, it is an especial sign of 111- 
.uck; also, it is unlucky for a girl to 
accept an offer of marriage under a 


roof—probably a second cousin to our 
superstition about walking under a 
ladder. 


After the best man has obtained 


the consent of the maiden, formal visits 
of inspection by the parents on both 
sides are made to each other's -houses; 
and, although each knows beforehand 
the amount of goods possessed by the 
other, every part of the two houses 
from cellar to garret 
is 'examined. 


Next comes the betrothal, a ceremony 
of almost greater Importance than that 
of the marriage. 
After the business 


arrangements have 
been concluded 


between the bridegroom's professional 
best man and the bride's father, the 
prospective bride is brought In by her 


lother, and rings are exchanged. The 


girl gives the bridegroom a shirt of 
her own make In exchange for which 
he makes her a small present of 


money. 


The furniture for the new house is 


provided by the bride, and 
two or 


three days before 'the wedding It is 
taken to the house of the future hus- 
band. The transportation is by means 
of a wagon drawn by oxen, arid when 
the girl arrives the prospective hus- 
band must. help her down from the 
wagon and lift her over the doorstep 
into the house. If he allows her feet 
to touch the ground the direst evils 
ore predicted. 
In her pockst she car- 


ries a little salt and bread to drive 
away evil spirits. 


On her wedding day when the bride 


is going to church she must be very 
careful not to look behind her, for 
that would be a sign of reluctance, and 
she must be equally careful not to 
hasten forward, as that would indl- 
cafe unbecoming haste. But above all 
things she, must not smile," for It Is 
an old and deep-rooted superstition 
that she who laughs as a bride will 
weep as a wife.

SUPERSTITIOUS ABOUT DEATH. 
The superstitions regarding 
death 


among these people are as peculiar 
as are those pertaining to .marriage. 
For instance, a light is placed before 
the eyes. of a' dying person for the pur- 
pose of driving away evil spirits; and 
to die between midnight and 1 o'clock 
is regarded as a bad omen, since at 


that hour the devllv Is supposed 
to 


claim his own. But if death occurs 
toward morning it is taken as a hope- 
ful sign. 
As soon as one-dies, the 


windows of the house are thrown open 
to allow the soul to find Its way 
heavenward; but the moment the 'body 
is moved out of the house all doors 
and wlndd.ws are tightly closed to pre- 
vent the spirit from re-entering. 
If 


the master of a household dies, all the 
animals In the house—cats and dogs, 


horses and cows—must be separately 
and officially informed of the loss they 
have sustained. 


There is little In the lives of the 


hard-working 
Bavarian 
woman 
to 


suggest "the gentler sex." In some 
countries:, women may be the weaker 
tnembers, but that terni doesn't apply 
in Bavaria. 'However, the outdoor 
Work that these women do, though ar- 
jjuous. Is, nevertheless, healthy, and It 
much to be preferred to f:e drudgery 


of factory life sometimes found In the 
congested portions' of 
our 
largest 


cities. 
The Bavarian woman, too, Is 


domestic and It little concerned over 
matters beyond her own threshold.

It is said 'hat 
Bavaria takes the lead of £ll nat on* 
in the consumption of beer, but .hat 
"Munlih out-beers all Bavaria."

quaintances, for Instance, upon meet- 
ing, di> not say: 
"How are you < eel- 


ing?" but "How Is the beer toli.yr" 
It's tl.e all-Important question, ant 
everybody ha* to take a share In set- 
tling !t—even the 
babes 
In a-ms. 


Bavarians do not drink beer as Arier- 
icans lo, at a gulp. They sip It and 
that slowly, thereby avoiding Jags an* 
indlgei tlon. This .they are taught from 
infancy.

Some women rest the butt a little 
lower on the arm, but in this posl- 
ition the piece, especially a shotgun, 
is more apt to kick. 


Hold the gun firmly against the 


shoulder. 
This is important, If one 


•wishes to avoid the kick. In making 
a wheeling shot the upper part of the 
body should be turned to follow the 
direction in which the gun is pointed. 


TARGET PRACTICE. 


For practice with the cat-and-rat 


rifle, pin. a small paper disc to a tree 


five-pound, single-barrel piece. 
The 


muzzle should never be permitted to 
rest In line with any other person. 
When climbing a fence hold it toward 
the ground, and never draw the gun 
toward you. muzzle foremost. 


Accidents from handling shotguns 


ire 
comparatively rare, considering 


the number of gunners, and those that 
occur are usually due to carelessness. 


The person practicing with this wea- 


pon should shoot at moving objects. 


true sportsman will ever shoot a 


jlrd or rabbit that Is still, and as the 
woman Is preparing for the enjoyment 
if sport she should observe Its ethics. 


At the beginning one should over- 
ome the natural impulse toward haste 
o shoot too quickly. With a bird in 
ts flight or a target sent flying aloft, 
here 
is 
always a certain moment 


when the object is easier to hit than 
_it its start. 
Then, too, the gunner 


must take time to steady herself for 
'areful aim. 


The gun should have what Is called 
i easy 
trigger—one that is easily 


pulled—a hair trigger has no place 
on a shotgun. When using a hammer- 
ess gun, always see that the "safety- 


closed except when preparing to 


shoot. 
This will prevent accidental 


discharge, as the gun cannot be flred 
when the "safety" pin is In place. 


For field shooting, a seven-pound, 


double-barrel, 16-bore shotgun is an 
excellent weapon for a woman. 
In 


some places It is difficult to obtain 
16-bore ammunition, as a 12-gauge is 
the standard size, so that an ample 
supply of shells should be taken on 
a trip. 


Successful women gunners have the 


right barrel of their gun of the or- 
dinary cylinder type and the left bar- 
rel a choke-bore—smaller at the muz- 
zle than at the breech. The flrst 
scatters the shot, the second carries 
the load in a bunch. 


When a flock of birds springs up at 


your feet you may wish to fire Into 
It at random, and you hare a better 
chance of bringing down one or more 
If ,the load of shot scatters. 


As the birds get farther away you 


select an individual flier. an<3 to bring 
It down the shot should be hurled af- 
ter it well bunched. 


But to begin practice—the best re- 


sults in the way of proficiency are 
found 
in 
shooting at clay pigeons 


sprung from traps. These rise at un- 
expected angles, go skimmlns through 
the air, and afford a thoroughly satis- 
factory target. 


Many women, however, do not have 


traps available. 
These can practice 


at tomato cans or other objects thrown 
Into th£ air. 


An apple orchard forms an exeellen' 


practice shooting gallery. Have some 
one pick up apples on the point of a 
sharpened stick and hurl them Into 
tbe air. Shooting through or between

with considerable speed, the

ver Is the object ot the sportsman. 
DISCONCERTING EXPERIENCES. 
One can never become accustomed 
o the startling upward Jump of ths 
jheasant or the swift, eccentric flight 
of «he woodcock f by shooting at tin 


trunk, or place a tomato can on a 
fence, and blaze away at it.

this up until proficiency In aim is ac- 
quired. 


Good practice is afforded by shoot- 


ing frogs in the marshes. Frogs can 
be killed with the BB caps, while the 
"22 shorts" will slay a rabbit or a 
pigeon. 


Feeling ia,.time thai shs has become 


a good marksman with- the small rifle, 
the ambitious woman should take up 
the regular size—a 32- or 38-callber. 
With this she can materially Increase 
her range .until she finds -herself plug- 
ging- away with confidence at a distance 
ot 500 yards.

In an interview with a Herald re- 


porter she tells this remarkable story:

His mother has repeatedly said 
it was a case of love at first sight and

Into each other's arms at the first 
visit. 


"In a few days we'began to know 


each other and came to an under- 
standing. 
We agreed that we could

I was unhappily married to the Prus- 
sian merchant, Sidney Velt, Who posed 
as a Frenchman.

Verdict in the Tilden Case. 


Of all the killings in San Francisco during the days imme- 


diately following the disaster of April 18, the most reprehensible 
was the slaying of Heber C. Tilden. Yet the acquittal of the parties 
responsible for his death was a natural and logical sequence to the 
conditions prevailing at the time. While the shooting of Mr. Tilden 
was a wholly unjustifiable atrocity, is was without malice or pre- 
meditation and was prompted by no bad motive. 


He was slain by excited individuals who thought they were doing 


right, and who had a confused sense of their' responsibility and 
authority. As a fact, they were without a y legal authority whatever, 
but were undoubtedly doing patrol service from a sense of public 
duty. They were foolish and hasty to an extraordinary degree, but 
certainly had no criminal intent. While their blameworthiness is 
universally admitted, it was mitigated by the extraordinary conditions 
prevailing at the time, and the circumstances rendered it morally 
impossible to get a jury that would consign the slayers to prison as 
felons. 


All the other killings were perpetrated by men in uniform and act- 


ing in a sense by authonty. It is lamentable that none of them was 
strictly justifiable, but the facts in each case were never clearly 
ascertained, and in no instance was there any appearance of malice. 
Excitement operating on weak judgment appears to have caused all 
the homicides, and at this time when reaction has brought calmness 
of mind it is difficult to judge fairly the degree of turpitude involved 
in acts culpable in themselves but lacking in the element of criminal 
intent. 
• 


The Mayor had issued an order to shoot looters and rioters—an 


order that was justifiable under the circumstances, but without legal 
sanction, strict!} speaking, but which was supported by public opin- 
ion as necessary in the exigency presented; and this order gave the 
color of authority to acts in themselves illegal 
The consequences, 


deplorable as they were in some instances, rest thciefore upon a 
condition rather than individual responsibility. A soldier in the ranks 
cannot inquire into the authotity of his superior nor question the 
legality 
of an order he is commanded to execute; and when the 


execution of a general order is left to the discretion of men of little 
experience and cxcitablejiatures sad mistakes are sure to occur. The 
wonder is that so few of them were made in San Francisco. 


After all, it is extremely doubtful if either public policy or the ends 


of justice would be served by convicting and imprisoning the men 
who committed the unjustifiable homicides during the stress San 
Francisco was under. Punishment in those cases might deter others 
in like situations from acting promptly and decisively in some future 
exigency summoning men to uphold the supreme law of self preserva 
tion in communities thrown by sudden stress or calamity into chaos 
The letter of the law was violated by every official in San Francisco 
from the Major down, but the violations were m the interests o 
order and public security, hence the fatal blunders committed are no 
within the category of crimes within the meaning of the law.

He in- 
dulges in neither rhodomontade nor abuse, and resorts to no hysterical 
appeals to passion and prejudice; in short, addresses himself in an 
earnest way and with 'sensible arguments to the intelligent under- 
tanding. He shows why the Republican party should be successful 
n this election, how necessary it is to the general welfare that the 
policies for which President Roosevelt and the, majority in Congress 
stand shall be endorsed and upheld. He does not claim that his elec- 
ion is indispensible to the salvation of the country, but points j 
to the history of the past-as the promise of the-future. His facts and« 
common-sense reasoning take all the sound and fury out of_t 
lysteria and fireworks which precede him, and set people to-thlhking 
n the plain old-fashioned way. The Republican candidate is a man 
who grows on the people the more he reveals himself and his way of 
ookmg at things, and will therefore arouse deeper interest in the 
sopular mind as the campaign proceeds. The sober judgment of the 
State is bound to gravitate to him as the needle to the pole.

The tendency exhibited 
is not due so much to a conviction that public ownership is the wisest 
policy as it is to reprobation of the character of the service rendered 
by public-service corporations and the general attitude assumed by 
them in dealing with the public.

Ho\ve\er regrettable it may be that our government has been 


compelled to take charge of the administration m Cuba, there is an 
assurance of a speedy return to peace and order in the island. Secre 
tary Taft will take prompt and deceive measuresto stop the guerrilla 
fighting and destruction of property in the provinces, -which is th< 
most necessary thing to be done at present. The warfare heretofore 
carried on is of the kind peculiar to Spanish-American revolutions 
roving bands moving without any concert of action, looting, brrning 
and laying waste the country, driving the peaceable and industrious 
inhabitants to the cities.

Frank Langdon So Violent His 


Wife Could Not Care for 


Him at Home. 


Frank Sheldon Langdon, a former 


switchman employed by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, was committed to the 
Insane asylum at Stockton yesterday 
morning after an examination Into his 
sanity by Drs. Shirk and Todd. Lang- 
don sustained an Injury to his head 
about two years ago by being thrown 
from a boxcar, as the result of a col- 
lision ,ln the Espee freight yards In 
Ban Francisco. 
In July. 1905,\ he de- 


veloped symptoms of lunacy while In 
the Southern PaclBe hospital; where 
hp renflilned for a year. On the oc- 
casion which showed that he was In- 
sane Langdon escaped from his nurse 
and entering the elevator started to 
run It up and dpwn the shaft at a 
furious rate In the .belief that he was 
switching. 


At the end of the year the physicians 


told his wife, Mafry C. Langdon, that 
the rules of the hospital did not per- 
mit a patient to remain there longer 
than twelve months and that he would 
have to be provided for elsewhere. Dr. 
Ainsworth recommended his commit- 
ment to Agnews." 


"Mrs. 
Langdon, through love for her 


husband, took him to the home of his 
sister, Mrs. F. I. Taylor, at Frultvale, 
and attempted to care for him there, 
but she was obliged to send him to the 
county Infirmary because of his hal- 
lucinations. 
Thrice he escaped from 


the Infirmary without 
the 
crutches 


that were necessary for him to move! 
around and on each occasion he would 
be brought to his wife's home. 
Both 


women 
were present this morning 


when Judge T. W. Harris held court in 
the receiving hospital, where Langdon 
was lying helpless on a cot In the In- 
sane ward. 


Mrs. Langdon testified that her hus- 


band believed that snakes were al- 
ways In his room and bed and that he 
made the members of the family hunt 
for them at night with lamps. 
He 


would frequently Imagine that he had 
gone to the races and had returned 
home worth millions. 
Then his de- 


mentia took the form of being sur- 
rounded by enemies and he would lock 
the house up at night. 
On one oc- 


casion he attacked his own daughter 
and succeeded In knocking his wife 
down and beating her.

SAN FRANCISCO, September 29.-Jim Gallagher is to 


wear the peacock feather and the yellow jacket of authority 
while Mayor Schmitz contemplates the storied scenes, towers 
and fanes of the Old World oblivious of the political din he 
has left behind him. Abe Ruef has won out in his fight to 
have his man Gallagher wear the mayor's mantle during 
Schmitz's absence. A strenuous effort was made to head this 


off, but Ruef stuck to his guns, and has finally had things fixed 
his own way. This is taken to mean that Maestretti will lose 
his head as a member of the Board of Public Works, as both 
Ruef and Gallagher have their axes groxmd for him. Other 
officeholders are also trembling in their shoes at the prospect. 


But some of those in close touch with the city administra- 


tion are of the opinion that Ruef has paved the way for a 
future break with Schmitz by putting his man Gallagher at 
the helm while the mayor is away. 


"If Ruef and Gallagher get gay and commence turning 


things upside down, there will be trouble when Schmitz comes 
back," said one of these yesterday. "Ruef has been making 
a lot of enemies in the labor ranks lately, and a good many of 
his own following in the Pepublican party are getting sore and 
disgusted at his high-handed way of doing things. Schmitz does 
not lean on Mm as he used to do, and mark my words, if any 
of his friends are jammed during his absence there will be a 
row when he cornps home. You know strong influences are be- 
ing exerted to make Sehmitz break away from Ruef, and these 
influences will not be slow to take advantage of anything that 
Gallagher may do by Euef's direction." 


Despite all this, Ruef has the whip handle for the present, 


and the fellows at the pie counter are boding very low to him, 
for there •will be no one to stay his hand when Schmitz is gone. 


A story is out that McNab has given Euef the double-cross 


in relation to Judge Lawlor. Just before the Sacramento con- 
vention met Euef made a deal with the Scot whereby McNab 
was to program Ruef's delegates, mostly Union Labor men, 
in return for defeating Judge Lawlor for renomination. Mc- 
Nab used the Ruef delegates to retain his hold on the organiza- 
tion and nominate Bell, but Lawlor's head is not to be given 
Euef on a charger. The Scotch boss executed one of his light- 
ning changes on his return from Sacramento and now Lawlor's 
name is again on the judicial slate. Euef is furious, but can't 
help himself. He will move heaven and earth, however, to 
defeat Lawlor at the polls. 


Lawlor will be denounced in every labor union in the city 


because of his action in the Rice case. 


Rice was sentenced to be hanged for a murder committed 


out on Twenty-fourth street during some of the labor troubles. 
An appeal was made to the Governor to reprieve him on the 
ground that if sufficient time were given it could be proved 
that the killing was done by someone else who had escaped from 
the State.

A copy of that letter to Pardee is in the hands of every 
labor union in the city, and is to be used to smash him as soon 
as he is nominated. 


Another interesting bit of political gossip is to the effect 


that Euef is preparing to knife Judge Kerrigan, who defeated 
Ruef's man Gallagher for Associate Justice of the District 
Court of Appeals at Santa Cruz. Ruef has it in for Kerrigan 
on account of the latter's action in a probate case in which the 
boss was interested. In addition to getting rubbed up the wrong 


way, Ruef lost several thousand dollars, so Ms vanity and Ms 
pocket suffered at the same time. 


In order to get revenge he is making capital with the mer- 


chants and the laborites of Kerrigan's decision in the Fresno 
rate case. That is why Judge Dooling of San Benito was slated 
for the Union Labor nomination. As he is also the Democratic 


and Independent League nominee, he will be a formidable can- 
didate at the polls. 


Judge Garber will not be Dooling's running mate for As- 


sociate Justice, but Judge Hall will not get the Democratic 
endorsement. Both the Democratic and Union Labor conven- 
tions will nominate Robert T. Harrison, whose chief distinction 
is that he was once a law partner of Frank Pixley. A report said 
that the nominee was Ralph C. Harrison, now presiding justice 
of the District Court of Appeals and a former justice of the 
Supreme Court. So Judge Hall's friends in Alameda county 
had better make sure that he gets a big vote on that side of 
the bay.

STOP SPELLING FOR 25 


YEARS, SAYS PROFESSOR 


Asserts That Nothing Would Be 


Lost to Civilization by Such 


a Course. 


BERKELEY, Sept. 30.—Just how the 


proposed $100,000 
Polytechnic 
High 


school which -was voted for at a. recent 
bond election is to bo administered Is a 
question 
that is now puzzling the 


Board of Education. The property for 
the new school was purchased at the 
last meeting of the board for $35tOOO. 
It will adjoin the present High school 
on Grove street, and those -,vho believe 
that the funds of the city should be 
economically administered are urging 
that the High school and Polytechnic 
school be conducted under one admin- 
istration. If this Is done the principal- 
ship will more than likely fall on the 
shoulders of M. C. James, who has 
been the principal of the Berkeley High 
school for the past eight years. 


If the Board of Education decides to 


install a separate principal in the Poly- 
technic school it is more than likely 
that Charles L. Biedentaach will be a 
candidate for the place. 
In the plan 


to conduct the schools under one ad- 
ministration is a scheme to have the 
pupils of both schools attend classes 
jointly except where there is a conflict 
of subjects. 
By the union of the two 


schools, declare the economists of the 
city, students will be able to combine 
regular high school work with technical 
studies In the other school. 
' The Board of Education has already 
decided that the new school is to be of 
reinforced concrete and that it is to 
consist of three or four stories. It will 
be larger than the present High school, 
and besides sixteen or more classrooms, 
will contain a large assembly, library, 
drafting-rooms and laboratories. There 
will be four shops devoted to wood- 
carving, pattern-making, forging and 
foundry work. 
• 


An up-to-date business college will 


also be one of the chief features of the 
school, which is planned to be one of 
the finest in the county. 


REPUBLICAN CLUB 


FORMED BY DOCTORS 


BERKELEY, Sept. 29.—A new Re- 


publican club was formed in Berkeley 
last Thursday evening, when a. large 
number of professional men met in the 
office of Dr. Hubert Bowel and set on 
foot an organization which is to be 
called the lodoform Club. 
The pre- 
amble of the club indorses the entire 
Republican ticket up and down the 
line, particularly those candidates who 
have been connected closely In the past 
with the town of Berkeley. The lodo- 
form Club Is expected to take an ac- 
tive part In the campaign this fall, 
and to cause a large number of the 
medical and other professional me'n of 
Berkeley to rally round the Republican 
banner.

ty-five years. Nothing essential

ulture would be lost. 
All essentials 


exist and will continue to exist- with- 
out the ability to spell. At the end 
of the twenty-five years a new spelling 
might be introduced more rational than 
that we now have." 


This statement was made before the 


assembled public school teachers late 
yesterday 
afternoon 
by 
Alexis 
F. 


Lange, professor of English and Scan- 
dinavian philology and dean of the 
College of 'Letters at the University of 
California. Wrapt attention. was paid 
by ths teachers to the address, as Pro- 
fessor Lange is noted as one of the 
best authorities on the English lan- 
guage in the country.' 


Professor Lange said that the spell- 


ing reform suggested by the Carnegie 
Institute did not go far enough in that 
it merely urged the .changing of 300 
words In the English language. 
He 


recommended that the system of the 
British and American philological as- 
sociations, which propose the changing 
of at least 3000 words, be adopted. 


A considerable portion of Professor 


Lange's address was devoted to the 
cultivation of language in children. He 
said that the first thing to be desired 
in them was strong intellects and that 
the correct form of language would 
necessarily follow. 


Professor Lange talked about 
the 


teaching of the English language from 
the viewpoint of the professional stu- 
dent of the English language. He said 
that there was absolutely no right or 
wrong in language. 
"We try to make our children con- 


form to the national language," said 


Professor Lange, "otherwise their own 
childish Janguage would be used. 
"Standard English implies commun- 
ity of thought and feeling among Eng- 
lish-speaking people the world over. 
Austria is an empire and not a nation, 
because it has no national language. 
That is- one of the reasons that the 
country is continually beset by inter- 
nal dissension. 
: 


"If children were not taught the na- 
tional language they would be- handi- 
capped socially later in life. We teach 
children spelling Just as we teach them 
to use a handkerchief and to eat with 
a fork instead of a knife. The teach- 
ing of language is merely trie teaching 
of linguistic manners. 


"Thirdly, there Is a personal or edu- 


cational reason' why "the child should 
know the national language. Through 
standard English a child can realize 
his possibilities of growth. 
Standard 


English supplies -him with a mould, or 
groove for thought. The language that 
the child brings to school is'. not ade- 
quate for his mental growth. 


"Teachers should always make 
a-j 


3harp distinction between sounds and 
letters. Spelling Is merely an external 
accomplishment. 
For 
Instance, 
the 


wedding march from Lohengrin la not 
a. wedding march until the organist 
strikes the notes' on the organ and the 
couple begins to walk up the aisle, 
So the letters in our 
alphabet are, 


merely what notes are in music. 


"Next to China we have the worst 


alphabet of any nation. Dutch printers 
who first came, to America and who 
did not understand the language are 
partly responsible for this." 
Professor Lange declared that In. re- 


forming the language the connection 
with the past should not be lost. One 
English-speaking nation should not 
be ahead of the other In the reform.

mission is now unclert iking "o populate 
the ocean. The especial ob ect ot Uncle 
Sam s flan e-tports In turning their atten- 
tion to new fields ot activity at this Jme 
Is to save certain Important families m 
tha aquatic realm, such as the lobster 
which are threatened with extermination 
and the new move Is cited here as Illus- 
trating the lengths to which this novel 
Institution will go In Its efforts to ex- 
tend Its usefulness 
The Fish Commission <s a regular 
branch ot our national government, yet 
despite the 1-nportont character of Us 
work. It Is safe to say tha It is so far 
as a large portion of the public Is con- 
cerned one of the nations least kno^vn 
activities 
It costs Uucle Sam close to 
half a million dollars a year v conduct 
its nsh culture enterprise but the wonder 
Is that a project of such magnitude can 
be carried on so che ply 
Almost half 
of the aggregate expenJiture is disbursed 
as 
Uaries for employes and other big 
items represent tne cost of* maintaining 
the railroad cars and ftect of •vessels used 
by the fl^h growers and distributers 
The total number of fsh distributed 
by the go\ernment has been increi"lng 
by leai. of about one hundred million

surpass the novelist's most vivid 1m- 
aging-s. 


The features arc nearly always the 


same. The majority 
of the 
doomed 


men die quietly and patiently. 
Only 


the most Irreconcilable revolutionists 
are defiant. 
It is the sheep-like do- 


cility of the majority which gives the 
executions their most tragic feature. 


The mutineers, though 
condemned 


to hanging, are invariably shot. It is 
impossible to find a hangman in Rus- 
sia, such is the hatred of capital pun- 
ishment. The last two military hang- 
men committed suieide, and even con- 
victed murderers refuse to execute men 
on behalf of the hated government, 


I send you a remarkable description 


of how the mutineers of the 
warship 


Pamialazova met their death. It was 
witnessed by an officor*who witnessed 
tlie scene: 


"Into every convicted man's cell was 


carried a short coat of sackcloth. They 
were ordered to put these on. 
Most 


begged 
to 
remain 
in 
their 
sailor 


jacket, but they were told that their 
sentence deprived them of their rights 
as sailors, upon which they submitted 
with sighs and redressed themselves. 


"When the order was given to bind 


their hands behind their backs 
they 


wept at the Indignity but bowed their 
heads and submitted, asking only that 
their limbs should not be bound. The 
men were lined up In the corridors and 
taken through the castle yard to the 
place of execution. 
As they passed 


the Gentries 
on guard 
they 
cried: 


'Farewell, and forgive us, 
brothers!' 


One struck up a hymn and the others 
joined in for a moment. Then all was 
silence. 
On arriving at the place of 


execution they addressed the com- 
manding officer to be allowed to take 
leave of one another. This was grant- 
ed, and each inan having kissed all the 
others, they marched steadily to the 
end of the square, where a cable was 
stretched between two posts, and to 
this cable the condemned men were 
bound. 


"When all were bound, the shooting 


party, which was chosen by lot, dre\v 
up In line before the men. The priest 
went around with a cross, which all 
kissed. One of the condemned called 
an officer and asked who would shoot 
him, aa he wished to leave the man 
his silver watch. 


"After this the sentence of death 


was read, preceded by the judges' rea- 
sons for convictions, but before 
this 


was finished, the condemned began to 
shout: 'Enough! We know our guilt!' 
and turning to the shooting party the 
men cried: 
'Shoot straight, brothers, 


so that we may die at once!'. 


"When the command to load rifles 


•was given, they again cried: 'Aim, bro- 
thers, at our hearts!' 


"The volJey rang out. All had been 


killed at once, but as they hung back- 
ward, and across the cable, a second 
volley was poured in. 
Then, as in 


some cases, reflex movements con- 
tinued, a few separate and final shots 
were fired. 


Germans Pleased .at Estrange-

England's most prominent financiers 
pronounced the opinion that the Jap- 
anese would know how to use the 
friendly feeling in America to further 
their own plans and only a few days 
ago M, Wltte, the famous Russian 
statesman, speaking of the new $125,- 
000,000 loan the Japanese are endeav- 
oring to raise in the United States.'ls 
reported to have said: 


"The time will surely come when 


America will regret loaning- money to 
Japan instead of to Russia. It is not 
. that "Russia is in need of gold of the ] 
I Yankees, but what I mean to say Is 
that all this American money will in 
time be used against the United States, 
in a war which will be even more gi- 
gantic than the one between Japan and 
my own country."

It is the general opinion here that a 
war between America and Japan must 
come, if not over the Philippines, which 
the Japanese hate to see In American 
hands, then when the subjects of the 
Mikado try to oust .the United States 
from the markets of the Far East. 


It is not because of 
any 
ill-will 


against America that Germans rejoice 
at the growing estrangement between 
Americans and Japanese, but because 
they would prefer to see a war be- 
tween these two people to one between 
Grrrmny and Japan, which German 
statesmen have foreseen.

kinson Smith. (Scribner's.) 


That man o£ many talents, Mr. F. 


Hopklnson Smith, has this year in 
"The Tides ot Barnefe'at" produced a 
book of great depth and interest. The 
story is both strong and dramatic, but 
is relieved fmrn heaviness by the va- 
riety of scenes and characters, and by 
the kindly and humorous quality of the 
author's style. 


Tne plot of the novel is rather un- 


common. In the opening chapter wo 
are introduced to the heroine, Jane 
Cobden, with her old nurse and friend, 
Martha Sands, and tier pot Meg, a 
miserable outcast dog whom she hail 
adopted In thp kindness of her heart. 
Mr. Smith's dtscription of Mirtna and 
her 
companion is lull of sympathy, 


humor and understanding. lie laughs, 
but he pities. 
"Few friendships presented stronger 


contrasts 
She stout 
and motherly- 


looking—too stout for an> waist line— 
with kindly blue eyes, smooth giay 
hair—gray, not white—her round ro«y 
face, framed in a cotton cap, aglow 
witli the freshness ot the morning—a 
comfortlrs, coduling-up kind 
ot 
a 


woman of fifty, with a lo\\, crooning 
voice, gentle finders, and soft, restfi'l 
hollows about her shoulders and boaom 
for the heads of tired babies: 
Meg 


the expectation of marrying the 
girl 


he ruined, and to

This is the unnatural touch in the 


story, to make this man—shallow, dis- 
sipated anJ flippant—repent and at 
the eleventh hour, when it could be of 
no avail. 


To continue: 
Lucy, of course, is in 


great distress—if Max learns the tmth 
he will never marry her—and Max to 
her represents the hcighth of her am- 
bitions. The idea of marrying Barton 
Holt, she never accepts. 
The book ends tragically, -with the 


wreck of the ship, which is bringing 
home the repentant 
sinner, 
on 
the 


rocks. Barton Holt is drowned, and 
in the effort to save him, Archie, a 
member ot the life-saving crew, also 
loses his life. 


7n the gloomy old House of Refuge, 


Lucy, as she looks down at the two 
bodies, waits with 
horror 
for the 


revival of the one man on earth She 
feared. Finding him dead, a great re- 
vulsion of feeling comes over her—she 
thinks her secret dead forever. 
But 


the doctor takes from the man's gar- 
ments a package of letters, which he 
hands to the captain. 
They are old 


love-leitors from Lucy, and they must 
gu to the superintendent of the depart- 
ment, together with all that is found 
on the bodies. 
This means that all

17, beautiful pleasuro- 
lovlrjg, £ull of animal 
spirits—fresn 


from boarding school, the Idol of her 
sister and nurse, the admired of all 
her friends. Lucy with her youth and 
beauty 
possesses a tact and charm 


•which easily wins her admirers ani 
makes them fondly excuse the faults 
that in another might b<- sternly criti- 
cised. But the fruit apparently so per- 
fect sometimes conceals a worm. Be- 
neath Lucy's sweet and exquisite ex- 
terior she is all indulgence and selfish- 
ness.

wrath so alarms his son Barton that 
the latter leaves Warehoid and goes to 
sea.

Two years after the Cobden" girl's 


departure for the continent Jane re- 
turns to her old home alone, except 
for a baby boy—the adopted son ot an 
old friend whom she met dying in 
Palis, she says. It is not long before 
the village begins to gossio about the 
matter, coupling Jane's name with vile 
things. Jane learns of it and her pride 
•suffers keenly, but for her sisters sake

There can be

power of "The Tides of Barnegat" to 
hold and Interest; it is strong, sympa- 
thetic, sweet and sad. 
The characters 


—particularly Lucy—aie true to their 
soheres of life, 
tho 
descriptions are 


charming—there is a healthy freshness 
about the entire book which relieves it 
from the gloom it might be expected 
to have. 
One question or two, how- 


ever, comes into our minds: 


Why It was necessary for Jane to 


refuse the doctor is one of them. An 
almost superhuman piide and delicacy 
is imputed to these two fine charac- 
ters 
Secondly 
the
